viding Mr. Khrushchey with an impott- 
ant forum.

It now turns out that last week a 
‘state department official phoned his 
friends in the three television networks 
to ask them—on a personal rather than 
an official basis—to keep their coverage 


| of Mr. Khrushchev to the lowest pos- 


sible minimum. 


Limited Access 


By the time this call had been re 
ceived the three networks had decided 
on their own authority that they would 
report Mr. Khrushchév's actions and 
statements when they amounted to real 
news but would not give-him untimited 
access to the TV screen. 

The networks were disturbed by the 
fear that ‘their independent decision 
would be mistaken and misconstrued 
as a surrender to pressure from the 
state department. 

The third point concerns the Tre 
ported withdrawal of Soviet technicians 
and equipment from the Belgian Congo, 
At first this news was greeted as a sige 
nificant victory of the United Nations. 
Later reflection. has revised this verdict. 

Although there is still no agreement |
